Department sources said use of the recorded message 
may violate a federal law against use of interstate com- 
merce facilities to transmit a threat. • 

A federal law imposes a maximum penalty of five years 
imprisonment and a fine of $1,000 for “whoever, transmits 
in interstate commerce any communication containing any 
threat to kidnap any person or any threat to injure the 
person of another. . . 

A SPOKESMAN FOK the U.S. attorney’s office in Alex- 
andria, Va., said his office had not yet seen a transcript 
of the message. ' 




Hatfield, in a statement commenting on the message 
said “this type of sickness steins from the polarization and 
extremism that I have been fighting and will continue to 
fight ” V-;,'- . ... v \ 

“It is those who permit differences of opinion, political 
or otherwise, to harden into, personal hostility and ultimate 
hatred who trigger the paranoid acts of unstable persons 
capable of assassinating their fellow man,” he said.

Last year the California attorney general removed the 
party’s telephone because of a similar message in which 
Pierce said, “Let’s, clearly understand that there is one, one 
effective way to deal with the rampaging blacks on our cam- 
puses and in our cities and that is to kill them.” 

Pierce defended himself then by saying, “We didn’t tell 
people to kill anybody. We merely said that’s the only ef- 
fective way to deal with the problem.”
